The four unemployment in- 


surance bills for which the 
federation has asked a veto are 
A.B. 347, A.B. 1544, S.B. 1026 and 
S.B. 998. These form an opening 
wedge for the ultimate destruction 
of the act, the first of three bills 
adding to the list of occupations 
that would be denied coverage by 
excluding (1) an even larger num- 
ber of agricultural employes (in- 
cluding, for instance, packing house 
workers) than are now excluded 
under the act, (2) caddies on golf 
courses, and insurance agents or 
solicitors, and (3) hospital em- 
ployes; the last bill seeking to 
abolish the present employment 
commission, which includes a repre- 
sentative of labor, and to replace it 
with an employment stabilization 
commission lacking any revresen- 
tative character whatsoever. 


In asking the governor to 
veto these bills, the federation 
drew attention to its clear-cut 
policy on the subject of unem- 
ployment insurance. Because 
CaMfornla is almost unique in 
that our system of unemploy- 
ment insurance provides for 
contributions by employes as 
well as employers, the workers 
of our state have a stake in the 
unemployment fund beyond 
that of mere beneficiaries. The 
California State Federation of 
Labor, therefore, has always 
been opposed to any proposals 
that would restrict the opera- 
tion of, or defeat the purposes 
of the act under the pretense 
of rendering its administration 
more efficient. 


Furthermore, the war has cast a 
peculiarly intense light on the en- 
tire problem. The federation pointed 
out that wartime economy has 
meant that literally thousands of | 
small businesses have ceased to 
operate, and the skilled workers 
therein have been forced to seek 
similar employment elsewhere, 
since their responsibilities to sup-| 
port their families remain the same. 
The war manpower program is still | 
engaged in the problem of distribut-

ing labor so that workers may be 
transported to the jobs available in 
sreas where shortages in their 
fields exist. War-time necessity will 
serve as the parent of numerous 
time and labor-saving inventions 
which will create technological un- 
employment until we absorb such 
new devices in our economy. There 
is a great danger that signature of 
the four bills named above would 
be the signal for renewed attacks 
on the unemployment insurance act 
at the first opportunity. 


When service men return to civil- 
ian status they will expect that 
California will have discharged its 
duty in safeguarding the gains 
made in the direction of assuring 
them job security. That duty de- 
mands the veto of any measure 
which leads to destruction of the 
entire program by excluding one 
type 6f employment after another 
until nothing remains of the act 
but empty promises. 


Among the bills the governor 
was asked to sign were A.B. 
295, providing that employers 
shall furnish their employes 
with itemized statements in 
writing showing all deductions 
made from wages, either semi- 
monthly or at the time when 
the wages are paid; A.B. 500, 
raising from $150.00 to $300.00 
the maximum expenses allow- 
able to cover the cost of burial 
of an employe who dies from 
an injury sustained in the 
course of his employment; and 
$.B. 1044, which raises, for the 
duration of the war, the maxi- 
mum average weekly earnings 
for the purpose of computing 
temporary disability indemnity 
to an injured employe, from 
$38.46 to $46.16. 

In urging approval of these bills, 
the federation stressed their non- 
controversial character, and the 
fact that they were in line with the 
policy loyally adhered to by the 
federation to preserve unity by per- 
mitting minimum gains to labor, 
but abstaining from legislation that 
would deflect attention from the 
war needs and problems that had 
to be met at the just-ended session 
of the legislature. 


SHIPYARD, UNION BUILD 
UNITED TEAM SUPPORT 


Personal Patriotism Held Key to 


Speedy Launchings 


Founded over a century ago, the Cramp Shipbuilding com- 
pany at Philadelphia has served the country in five wars. Today 
union and management at this shipyard are demonstrating some- 
thing new in industrial relations that may well make as great a 


contribution to America’s future 
ing to the winning of the war: 

One recent Sunday, four new 
navy craft slid down the ways 
at Cramp’s ahead of schedule. 
Absenteeism, once painfully 
high in some departments, has 
fallen off sharply. It is not sur- 
prising, therefore, that the yard’s 
labor-management committee is 
serving as a pattern to other indus- 
tries. 

Realistic Dealing 

Back of this success is realistic 
dealing by men and management 
with the human problems of pro- 
duction. Says H. Birchard Taylor, 
vice president of the yard, and di- 
rect descendant of its founder: 

“In Cramp shipyard today the 

human problems focus to a 
large extent in the labor-man- 
agement committee, an instrp- 
ment of relations which the 
yard never had before in its 
long history ... 

“Some executives are dubious 
about the value of the labor-man- 
agement committee idea. However, 
as a result of my experience at 
Cramp I find it of great value, even 
though we have not fully passed 
through the suspicion stage to one 
of complete mutual trust ... This 
does not mean that problems or 
difficulties will not arise. The im- 
portant thing is to have a relation- 
ship and spirit that will effectively 
meet these problems as they do 
arise.” 

Bring Home the Bacon 

Union officials likewise empha- 
size the need for the spirit of re- 
sponsibility and teamwork. “We 
can and we will lick this business 
of absenteeism and beat down criti- 
cism,” says Herbert D, Moyer, exec- 
utive secretary of Shipyard Work- 
ers’ Local 42. “All we have to do is 
to get in there and start pitching 
in the true spirit of patriotism and 
loyalty, and place the responsibility 
of being on the job every work-day 
right in the hearts of every loyal 
member of Local 42, and we will

Corroborating these views in an 
address on “industrial statesman- 
ship” before a recent labor-manage- 
ment war production conference in 
New York, Mr. Taylor said, “If ab- 
senteeism is to be cured, it cannot 
be done by trivial methods such as 
posters, buttons and bathing beau- 
ties. Nor, I believe, by police pow- 
ers or laws. But it can be done 
through joint action of labor and 


management when they have devel- | 


oped a strong conviction of patri- 
otism.” . 
Industrial Statesmanship 

Mr. Taylor credited much of the 
progress of the labor-management 
at Cramp’s to volunteer moral re- 


armament workers, with their na-| 


tion-wide record in building har- 
monious labor-management rela- 
tions in war industries. 

President Roosevelt in 1940 
made it possible to reopen the 
Cramp shipyard after it had 
been closed for nearly fourteen 
years, Mr. Taylor pointed out. 
“The most difficult factor in pro- 

ducing intricate naval craft in such 
a short time was not the securing 
of materials or of men of technical 
skills, but the intangible factor of 
building a united team spirit that 
had the will to work, that was 
freed from jealousies and suspicion 
and that pulled together as one for 
the national interest above every 
other consideration whatever.”

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PROGRESSIVE MINERS’. 
PACT RETURNS 94 
COAL FIRMS TO 
PRIVATE CONTROL 


Solid Fuels Administrator Harold 
L. Ickes directed that the proper- 
ties of the 94 coal companies in 
Illinois be returned to private op- 
erations following an agreement 
by the international union, progres- 
sive mine workers of America 
(AFL), that its 40,000 members will 
not go on strike against these 
mines. 


The no-strike agreement was 
signed by President William Green 
of the AFL and by Lloyd A. Thrush, 
president of the union. Its provi- 
sions were accepted by W. C. Gill, 
president of the coal producers’ 
association of Illinois, who took 
part in the conferences with the 
labor leaders and Secretary Ickes. 


These are the first and only 
coal mines in the country over 
which the government has re- 
linquished control. All other 
unionized mines are still being 
operated by the government. 


The no-strike pact, accepted by 
Secretary Ickes, points out that the 
progressive mine workers’ union 
entered into an agreement with the 
operators of coal mines where its 
members are employed before the 
termination of the old contract 
(which expired on March 30) that 
said contract would be extended for 
30 days. A second 30-day exten- 
sion up to May 31 was later agreed 
upon, 


The new understanding provides: 


1—-That further extension of the 
old contract will be made until a 
new contract has been reached and 
a permanent settlement arrived at. 
2—That any and all increases in 
wages and any adjustments in 
working conditions made in the 
new contract shall be retroactive to 
April 1, 1943. 
3—That the representatives of 
the coal operators and the progres- 
sive mine workers will confer and 
make every possible effort to agree 
on a new contract through collec- 
tive bargaining, said contract to be 
subject to approval of the national 
war labor board. 
Hailing Secretary 
Mr. Green said: 
“The no-strike agreement is 
eminently satisfactory to the 
members of the progressive 
mine workers who have not 
broken their no-strike pledge 
and never intend to. They are 
determined to go on producing 
coal for the nations’ war needs 
regardless of the actions of 
others. Under the _ circum- 
stances there was no necessity 
or justification for continued 
government operation of these 
mines and I am highly gratified 
that Secretary Ickes has agreed 
to return them to private oper- 
ation.

The AFL now has a membership 
of 6,225,000. The CIO membership 
is estimated at 4,500,000. The united 
mine workers has a membership of 
600,000. Reaffiliation of the miners 
with the AFL will thus make the 
score 6,825,000 to 4,500,000. It is 
believed some other units may leave 
the CIO and join the AFL along 
with Lewis, because it is known 
that all is not harmony within the 
cIo. 

All of this has a bearing on 
national politics in 1944, but so 
far it is a matter of anybody’s 

| guess as to what will have hap- 
pened by then. It does, how- 
ever, lend strength to the AFL 
warning to congress that it 
must not be treated with dis- 
dain when it makes a formal 
declaration on legislative mat- 
ters affecting labor. 


Labor leaders see no relationship 
between the request for reaffilia- 
tion and the current wage dispute 
of the united mine workers with 
the national war labor board.

System has been found a big help 
in preventing industrial absentee- 
ism. A check-up by the office of 
war information on 100 workers in 
each of 18 plants revealed that 
plants with systematic plans for 
reducing causes of absences had a 
job absence rate averaging 4.4 per 
cent a month. Plants with hit or 
miss systems averaged 8.1 per cent 
of absences a month. 

The survey also showed: best 
records were made by married men 
and old employes. Most absences 
were registered by married women 
and workers with less than 2 years 
experience.

Employes on a public project cannot sanction an evasion of 
the state’s “prevailing wage” law, according to a decision of the 
appellate court, Sacramento district, announced today by State 
Labor Commissioner John F. Dalton.

Wage increases approved by the 
war labor board since it adopted its 


general wage freeze policies will 
have no significant effect upon 
inflation, the American Federation 
of Labor asserted in its monthly 
survey. It pointed out that the 
president’s “hold the line” inflation 
policy “freezes labor but not prices.” 
The current inflation threats 
come dominantly from the 
“drive of the farm lobby on con- 
gress to legislate higher prices 
for the entire country.” 


“Workers have repeatedly of- 
fered to take their wage in- 
creases im war bonds. They 
are using an important part of 
their wages to buy war bonds. 
The main check on inflation- 
ary effects of increased buying 
power is rationing of scarce 
products; this is a government 
responsibility. Rationing has 
fallen far short of the need.”

NO FREEZING OF PROFITS OR DIVIDENDS 


Labor wants to prevent inflation. It knows the dangers to 
the worker's standard of living when prices rise faster than 
wages. 

So organized labor has cooperated willingly with the presi- 
dent’s program for stopping inflation, has accepted wage freezes 
and job freezes whenever it seemed they might check inflation 
or help win the war. 

Some of the rules laid down by inexperienced office holders 
in government bureaus are too ridiculous to merit compliance. 
Labor does right to try to correct those who do more harm than 
good. 

But when some of the stooges for big business talk hypo- 
critically about “equality of sacrifice,” when they talk about 
putting increasingly heavier taxes upon the lower income groups 
in order that the taxes of the rich may be lightened, our gorge 
rises. 

If you want some interesting reading, take the latest survey 
of war industries made by the securities and exchange commis- 
sion.

$1,045,000,000 from April 1942 to the end of January 1943.

In a letter transmitting this 
report, which was requested in 
a senate resolution adopted 
April 9, WLB Chairman William 
H. Davis said that wage adjust- 
ments since the creation of the 
office of economic stabilization 
October 3, 1942, “have had a 
microscopic effect upon prices.” 


The letter concluded: 


“I think it is also worth calling 
to the attention of the senate that 
77 per cent of the voluntary applica- 
tions for wage adjustments were 
filed by employers alone. Only 23 
per cent of the applications were 
entered jointly by unions and em- 
ployers. 

“The cases in which the employes 
ask for wage increases and the 
employers do not join with them 
come to the board as disputes. Only 
1.4 out of every 100 wage adjust- 
ments made by the board have 
been made in the dispute cases 
where the initiative came from the 
workers.”

Principal activities of these com- 
mittees, Mr. Nelson said, consist of 
operating suggestion systems, in- 
formational and morale-building 
programs, conservation of mate- 
rials, safety programs, transporta- 
tion of workers, absenteeism cam- 
paigns and general consideration of 
production problems. 

The major accomplishments, he 
said, are indicated by war produc- 
tion drive headquarters’ first labor- 
management activities survey, after 
a year of operation. Analysis is 
based on reports received in Wash- 
ington to date from 800 out of 2,000 
committees now being canvassed. 
These 800 committees represent 
close to two million workers, or ap- 
proximately 45 per cent, of all 
workers employed in the plants 
where labor-management produc-
